“ borne perplexity respecting the right.« of the courts 


to pronounce legislative acts void, because contrary to 
the constitution, has arisen from an imagination that 
the doctrine would imply a superiority of the judiciary 
to the legislative power. 
It is urged that the authority 


which can declare the acts of another void, must neces­ 
sarily be superior to the one whose acts may be de­ 
clared void. 
As this doctrine is of great importance in 


all the American constitutions, a brief discussion of the 
ground on w hieh it rests cart not be unacceptable.” 
They knew all the arguments then that we know 


now after using the document 150 years. 
Mr. Ham il­ 
ton continued the “ discussion” as follows: 
“ 'i here is no position 
which depends on clearer 


principles than that every act of a delegated authority, 
contrary to the tenor of the commission under which 
it is exerci ed, is void. 
No legislative act, therefore, con­ 
trary to the constitution, can be valid. 
To deny this, 


would be to affirm that the deputy is greater than his 
principal; that the servant 
is above his master; that 


representative 
of the people are superior to the people 


themselves; that men acting by virtue of powers, may 
do not onh 
what their powers do not authorize, but 
what 
they forbid.” 


That also might be a handy paragraph for one to 


keep in Ins hat. 
W e have read from time to time for heard on the 


radio, perhaps) that Chief Justice John Marshall was 
the arch-fiend that brought upon us all this trouble of 
having a supreme court declare void the acts of con­ 
gress, 
ft has been indicated that this never was intended 


when the people adopted the new government. 


Keep in mind that what we are about to quote was 


written before the constitution was adopted. 
It 
was 


written in reply to those who objected to the court 
h a v in g power to declare laws void even though they 
violated rights and 
privileges guaranteed 
under the 


constitution. 
It was written twelve years before John 


Marshall sat upon the supreme bench# 
It was written 


before anybody knew whether or not there ever would 
be a chief justice of the United »States, 
Continuing, 


Hamilton said: 
“ If it be said that the legislative body are them­ 
selves the constitutional judges of their own 
powers, 


and that the construction they put upon them is con­ 
clusive upon the other departments, it may be answered 
that this can not be the natural presumption, where it is 
not to be collected from any particular provisions of the 
constitution. 
It is not otherwise to be supposed, that the 


constitution could intend to enable the representatives 
of the people to substitute their w ill to that of their con­ 
stituents, 
It is far more rational to suppose that the

W h at Hamilton said 150 years ago stands up today 


as statesmanship. 
What Franklin RoosavHt said in 1032 was discarded 


by him in the midst of plaudits of the people in 103”.. 
Leading members of his party charge that already in 
1037 he has discarded what he said in the platform of 
1036.
